The vote was taken
afier three hours of spirited debate during
which the president was criticised and de-
fended the remsske st times being directly
end bitterly perwonal The opposition to
the vo was expressed by Senstors Vest
Sherman, Pettigrew, Hawley and Butler,
while the veto was defenfed by Sehztors
Yilas, Hill and Bate. When a partinl oon-
ference report was reporied on the naval
sppropriation bINl, Mr. Quay moved that the
somite repede from its amenfment refusing
the number of battleshipe from four to two,
This brought of an extended debats, 1o

#ence of Mr. Frye Is in charge of the river
and harbor i sought to have the presi-
dent's veto of that measurs taken up. This
was opposed by Mr. Pettiprew of South Da-
kols, in charge of the Indian approprietion
bl econfarense report. Mr. Vest urged that
the suspensien and possible destruction of
the work of improvement of interpal water-
wuys was of more moment than any other
subjsct, muve that of the nationdl henor. It
wus impeorative that the guestion be settied
now, #0 that If ihe wveto was sustsined it
could be detsrmined whether another river
and harbor bill was to be framed. The bill
end velo wore taken up—yeas, I8; teys, 10
The negative vote was cast by: Democrats—
Bate, Chilton, Hurris, Palmer, Vilae—6, re
publicans—Brown, Morrill, Pettigrew, Pritch-
ard, Taller, §; total, 10,

The veto message was then taken up.

Mr. Vest sald the velo contained state-
ments whicl, bowever much he might re-«
rpect the high offioe of the president, ought
not to go unchallenged. Tae senator did
nbt guneation the president’s veto preroga-
ttve, but the framers of the comstitution
never lind iotended thut this power should be
used in the ordinary affairs of the govern-
ment. It was 10 be & power 10 mest exira-
ordinary demands of the government. nn
was fe be a power to mest extraordinary
emergencies when populer paseion had Jed |
10 hasty Jegislation or when s constitutional |
guertion was involved. The eariy presidents
who stood pearest to the copstitution exer-
casd the veto power but seven times; twire
by Washington, five times by Madison and
nevear by Jefferson or John Adems.

CORRECTS SOME FIGURES.

Mr. Vest then anslvsed the rtatements of
the president in regard to extravagances.
Tie president had, he sald, stated that the
bili made appropriztions of $14,000,000, while
in fact they agpregated $12.608.900,. & diffar-
ence of $L.391L1m0. This was charscteristic
of the exaction of the emanstions of Mr.
Cleveland, who had never satisfied any logis-
lative budy and seemed to have n tendency
to minimize the responuibility of the legle-
lgtor to kls constituents.

Mr. Vest took up other items, showing
that the totals were Jess than the president’s
statements would indicate. The senstér aald
as to the pgeneral charge of exirsvagance
thet in compection with wast interests- in-
volved in the extent of the country, and
that the river aud harbor bill coversd for
1wo years, this mearure wos roasouabile
There were items open to guestion, yet, as
in all leglsintion, this was the result of
comipromise,

Mr. Vest sald he had gddressed & Jetter
1o Geners! Cralp chief of engineeks, asking
for the fantsa us tp the statement of the
president that he had Jearned from officlul
suuroes that the bill contained appropris-
tlons intended to serve private lnteresis
The senatar sald General Cralg made no
reply, bot io response to & telegriphic guery

the laws, Influentes congrossmen with patron-
age, suriches biv fovorites mt the public ex-
penee—in fact, permile pe restraint bot lis
jmperial will. He has rofused to enforive the
iawa of oongress S0 often that the 1w of
vislatione is noxt only to the (st of veloes,
He bas sold bonds at private sals to his
favorites and former assoclstes upon ierms
and at a price many millions of dolinre be-
low the merket price of the bouds on the duy
of such private sale. In view of these faots
it was time for congrese to give sume aiten-
tion to those usurpations, 17 this government
is to survive we can no lenger luok with
tndiflevence upon the shameful sutocrscy of
Grover Cleveland.”

Mr. Hate, democerst of Tennessss, SUp-
ported the veto and oppuesd the hill The
imguanoe of bonds was behind this maasure,
he saldl, or slss & tariff bHl, which would
overtap the McKinley biil.

The partial report on the naval appropris-
tion blll eovering all guestions except the
Item of batteships and the price of armor
plate was agreed to snd on the guestion of
a furtber conference, Mr. Chandler took the
fioor. He urged that it mode little differ-
enoe whether four bsttieships were ordered
now or two nows and two next yesr. Mr.
Chandler referred to some criticlsm made of
Mr. Mills’ course in advooating the fresdom
of Cubs and vet voting to reduce the number
of bartleships.
